In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 80-117, drawn to the compounds. 

Group II, claim(s) 1 18-147, drawn to various methods of use of the compound of 
formula I. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I and II are 
linked by the technical feature of compound of formula I. However, as evidenced by Hies et al 
(see for example compound 33a at page 2234), compound of formula I does not make a 
contribution over the prior art and does not link the product and method claims into a single 
general inventive concept. If applicants elect the product and if it is found free of the prior art, 
the method claims may be eligible for rejoinder practice under 821.04(b). 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
